Winner of the second-place award, Newswriting Compe- 
tion, at the regional conference of the Journalism 


Association of Junior Colleges

A warning of “rabid and dan- 
gerous partisanship and bossism” 
developing in California politics 
was issued last week by Repre- 
sentative Alan Pattee, Republi- 
can’ assemblyman for the 34th 
district, in a press conference held 
on the picturesque Monterey Pe- 
ninsula College campus. 

“Since the elimination of cross 
filing in the state in 1958,” said 
Pattee, “a trend, which has been 
the big topic in politics, has 
scared me very much.” 

In warning of unfair control by 
the office of house speaker, Pat- 
tee commented on incumbent 
Speaker Jess Untuh, “We are per- 
sonal friends . . . thank God!” 
He went on to describe Unruh as 
“another Sam Rayburn.” 

“Today,” stated Pattee, who 
calls himself a Republican “mod- 
erate,” “people will vote for a 
man because of his party affilia- 
tions, rather than vote for a man 
on the basis of his personal quali- 
fications.” 

“In the old days, when we still 


had cross-filing, this, didn’t oc- 


cur.” Citing the record before 
the elimination of cross-filing in 
1958, Pattee listed such state pro- 
grams as the prison, school and 
road systems, as the best in the 
country. “These were possible,” 


i claimed Pattee, “because politi- 


cians had nothing to do with 
them. Now with cross-filing back, 
a danger of unjust control is 
present.” 

“Look at our record,” beckoned 
the assemblyman. “We have had 
no scandals, impeachments, or 
other corruptmess such as 0c 
curred in other states with no 
cross-filing systems.” 

Pattee said that even though 
the cross-filing had been elimi- 
nated, the voters could maintain 
the high caliber of men which 
have been occupying California 
political ‘posts. - 

Again blasting the present, po- 
litical situation, Pattee said that 
today the parties are choosing 
their candidates much like in the 
national elections. “Politicians 
can no longer run on both party 
tickets in the preliminaries,” 
complained Pattee. 

Pattee said that he favors a re- 
turn to the nonpartisan type of 
government, but that “it is al- 
most impossible. The only way to 
control this is via the public,” said 
Pattee. Here he stressed the im- 
portance of today’s press, saying, 
“You must give a clear . picture 
to the public.” 

“] hope the leaders in both par- 
ties remain high-class men,” con- 
cluded Pattee. |

The horespower ranges from 65 to 


MOSS PUSHES LOTUS MONTE 
CARLO TO SNAP PRIX RECORD 


Famed . racing driver Stirling 
Moss of England pushed his 2.5 
liter Lotus Monte Carlo Climax 
to a record-breaking 91.1 m.p.h. 
average speed to take the 200-mile 
Pacific Grand Prix at Laguna 
Seca. 

An estimated 62,000 sports en- 
thusiasts turned out for this an- 
nual event which was held during 
the week end of October 20-22. 
Time trials for the professionals 
christened the opening Friday and 
the amateur racing on Saturday 
officially began the spectacular 
sporting event. The climax of the 
week end came Sunday when the 
professionals took the grid to 
compete for the $200,000 Grand 
Prix. 

Moss proved his claim as over- 
all winner by staging a come- 
from-behind finish in the first 
100-mile heat to edge out Dan 
Gurney of Riverside, California. 
The second heat was more of a 
“breather” for Moss as he placed 


first over Gurney by three sec- 
onds. 

A total of $7,000 in prize money 
was awarded to Moss; $2,000 for 
each heat victory and $3,000 for 
overall champion. Gurney te- 
ceived $2,000 for ‘second place. 
Former World Champion Jack 
Brabham of Australia was third. 

The field for the Grand Prix 
was limited to 25. Eighteen were 
big bores over two liters and 
seven \under 2,000 cc’s. Pole posi- 
tion was given to the driver with 
the fastest time in the trials held 
Friday. Moss earned the choice 
position by tearing his pea-green 
Lotus-Climax around the 1.9-mile 
pretzel in 1:15,9, or 92.3 m-p.h. 

In the Formula Junior category 
which preceded the Prix, Pat Pi- 
gott of Bellingham, Wash., out- 
distances the 2l-car field for first 
place. Pigott drove a Lotus 20 
for an average speed of 86.4 
m.p.h.

Cheating on the Campus — 


Winner of the Honorable Mention award, Editorial Com-

One of the most serious prob- 
lems facing the colleges in the 
United States today is students 
cheating in examinations.’ Sur- 
veys taken on the subject of cheat- 
ing reveal that from 28 to 57 per 
cent of the students have cheated 
at some time or another in their 
life. A survey taken by an In- 
diana college professor showed 
that 57 per cent of the students 
questioned had cheated at one 
point in their life. One of the 
lowest percentages was from the 
University of California at Berke- 
ley where “only” 28 per cent of 
the students admitted cheating 
during the past school year. These 
staggering figures do not come as 
a surprise to many professors at 
different colleges throughout the 
country. Some colleges undoubt- 
edly have a higher percentage 
than those previously mentioned. 
The questions to be asked arei 
“Why do students. cheat? Who is 
responsible for their dishonor? 
Also, what part do teachers’ and 
parents play in this situation? - 

Most students that are placed 


on the honor system are tempted 


to cheat. When they feel that, 


they can get away with it without 
anyone knowing about it, they go 
ahead and cheat. Even the most 
honest student is tempted when 
he knows he can obtain a higher 
grade simply by looking up the 
answers in his textbook while the 
teacher is busy elsewhere. - The 
most shocking fact about the nor- 
mally honest students cheating is 
that most of them do not think 
that cheaters are ‘dishonest. In 
the same survey taken by the In- 
diana professor, 53 per cent of 
the students felt that cheaters 
should not be thought of as being 
basically dishonest. 

Who is responsible for cheating 
in the class room? The logical an- 
swer would be the students. But 
why should they take all the 
blame? The teachers at the _col- 
leges have set up honor systems 
which permit the students to be 
left alone during an examination. 


at Saturday's regional conference of the 


Junior Colleges. 


Many students take advantage of 
this. Without being supervised 
the students turn their backs to 
honesty in favor of a higher 
grade. Professors at many colleges 
realize this system has failed but 
still do nothing about it. 

Parent Pressure 


One student writes: “My par- 
ents are happy only when I bring” 
home A’s and B’s. To keep peace 
I. do my best to accommodate 
them one way or another.” The 
pressure put on the student by 
his parents in some cases such 
as this one is the chief reason for 
many students to cheat. Other 
students may be thinking in terms 
of their careers after college and 
feel that cheating is the only solu- 
tion to getting through college. 
The students’ reasons may vary 
from making straight A’s to just 
being lazy, but the students’ par- 
ents and the professors do play 
a part in a student’s honesty and 
dishonesty. 

To solve a’ problem of this sort 
would take a genius. Watching 
over college students would seem 
like a, useless task. The very 
fact that they are in college should 


be reason enough to trust them, 
Since the honor system has ob- 
viously failed, what can and has 
to be done? Some professors stay 
in the room and watch for cheat- 
ers but in a large room this 
would take a number of profes- 
sors. In a small examination 
room, one teacher could handle 
most of the students but again, 
some students would manage to 
cheat. The problem is set up by 
surveys, confessions of students, 
and teachers’ reports; but where 
is the solution? —The answer lies 
in the students, teachers, and par- 
ents. In them is the key to the 
solution of students cheating in 
the classrooms. Knowing the prob- 
lem and correcting it are two dif- 
ferent things, but the problem 
must be solved to protect the re- 
maining honest students, if there 
are any left.

Panthers Chop Down Oaks, 48-7; 
Menlo Employs Twelve on Defense 


Fans at the Salinas High School 
Stadium last Saturday night were 
treated to one of the most unu- 
sual football games seen in this 
area in a long time. The busi- 
ness at hand was the defeat of 
the Menlo Oaks by the unstoppa- 
ble Hartnell Panthers, 48 to 7. 

There were several unusual 


| happenings along Menlo’s road 


to ruin. Both teams scored once 
in the first three minutes of, the 
game. Guard Bob Griffin out- 
ran the entire Menlo team in a 
74-yard dash to paydirt. 

A Menlo player by the name of 
Frank Ribbel put in a solid bid 
for jerk ‘of the month honors 
when he came off the bench to 
ruin a beautiful run by Dick 
Juarez. It was probably the best 
tackle the joker has ever made. 
Dick got his revenge with a ven- 
geance in the second half by re- 
turning a Menlo punt 85 yards 
for a touchdown, down OUR side 
of the field. It was not necessary 
for any Hartnell men to come off 
the bench to lay blocks. 


Perhaps the most surprising fact 


about ‘the game was Hartnell’s 


suddenly acquired ability to make 
two-point conversions. The Pan- 
thers scored six times and con- 
verted six times. That adds up 
to’.an extra 12 points, or the 
equivalent of two extra touch- 
downs, 

The game was a good opportu- 
nity to see two of the league’s 
best backs at work, Bohl and Ka- 
lama... Without a doubt, our own 
Henry Kalama is the best back 
in the league. Coach Smith 
agrees, and rates Austin and Col- 
letto of Monterey and Aquino of 
Foothill with Bohl as the better 
backs ‘in the league. For Menlo, 
Bohl was cirtually a one-man at- 
tack. He carried the ball 28 times 
for a total of 172 yards and a 6-1 
yard per carry. average. 

Big Henry carried 11 times for 
162 yards and a fantastic 15.3 
yard per carry average. Need 
more be said? 

The game, full of surprises, 
began with a big one. On ‘the 
third play of the game, Bohl 
sprinted past the Hartnell .de- 
fensive backs to go 78 yards for 
the first and only Menlo touch- 
down. The kick for the conver- 
sion was good and that’s how 
Menlo got ‘those seven points. 

Forty seconds later rambling 
guard Bob Griffin plucked a fum- 
ble out of the air and packed it 


74 yards to the promised land. 
Zermeno, in an act he was to re- 
peat twice before the night was 
over, passed to Plumlee for the 
first of Hartnell’s two-point con- 
versions. 

Jerry .Janoski got in the cat 
with a 14-yard scoring jaunt. Zer- 
meno decided on special delivery 
rather than air mail, so he per- 
sonally carried the ball in for 
another big two points. 

Kalama made his contribution 
ot the cause -by lunging over 
from the one-yard line for the 
Harts’ third touchdown. Zermeno 
to Plumlee, the two-point twins 
performed once again for the con- 
version. The score at the half 
was 24 to 7, favor of you-know- 
who. 

The revenge of Juarez provided 
the next touchdown, a beautiful 
85-yard sprint. Plumlee was busy 
somewhere else so Zermeno 
pegged the gall to Janoski who 
filled in nicely. Another two 
points went upon the board and
